BANKS H O A R D IN G 
M O N E Y . 


The revelations made by the secre­ 
tary of the treasury regarding the 
status of many of the country’s na­ 
tional banks are not very creditable 
t;, those concerned 
A large number 
of bankers appear to owe the public j 
apologies for th cdr part in creating 
an abnormal money stringency. 
Banks in various parts of the coun­ 
try are shown to b ate been hoarding 
money at a time when such action is 
dangerous to credit and hurtful to 
general business 
The federal treas­ 
ury has done its part in facilitating 
the issuance of emergency currency. 
But not only have the banks failed 
1g take full advantage of such facili- 
t es, but more than 200 of them have 
done what the banks did in 1907— 
held onto what cash they had instead 
cf lending it to relieve the strain. 
The 
difficulty 
eperienced 
by 
the 
state of Tennessee in raising funds to 
ray accruing notes shows to what an 
absurd extreme the miserly policy 
was carried. 
It is tile smaller country banks 
that seem most open to this accusa­ 
tion. 
They have not charged usuri­ 
ous interest, but they 
have 
in 
too 
many cases hesitated or refused to 
lend money on good security, and 
I ave hoarded specie until some banks 
had as high as 75 per cent, when the 
law only requires them to carry 15 
per cent. The New- York banks, while 
lending more freely, have charged a 
higher rate for their loans. 
Thus the 
system altogether has put the country 
al a disadvantage financially at the 
very time when liberal credits would 
have tended to put business on it* 
feet. 
It is' not only unjust to business 
men and the general public for bank-* 
to hoard money in such crises: it is 
•rh ort-sighted 
and 
unwise 
for 
the 
tankers themselves.

they are forfeiting the profits the 
natural expansion of business would 
peen bring if ihey “loosened up.”
